mind and will,including the cultivation 
of perception and observation, and fur- 
nishes the pupil with B.most perfect 
moans of expressing form by teaching 
him the art of drawing. Tbo argument 


not deprecate criticism, whether mado 
at hom'p or abroad,deeming that the of- 
foctof fair criticism is bolpfnl rather 
than otherwise.

we do not believe tbat it will revolu- 
tionize education as some extremists 
claim,we know that it already rests np- 
ou a body of well established facts and 
solid arguments.

It holds the 
children longer in school, fills tho high- 
er gradts, and thus brings more of 
them nuderthe beneficentinfluencesof 
education.

Industrial training gives variety to 


school exercises, aud, instead of inter- 
fering with regular school work, acts 
liko a tonic to Increase tho activity of 
the child's mind iu tho acquisition of 
knowledge.

graduates of such schools aro in great 
demand in their respective cities. The 
school report of Philadelphia fays of 
the graduates of its Manual Training 
School, "twenty per cent, have taken 
scholarships In the University of Venn., 
fifteen per cent have returned to tho 
school for post graduate work, and the 
remainder, so far as herud from, nrc in 
businessoi industrial occupations, many 
of them positions of responsibility, 
their services generally commanding 
higher wages than those who have not 
hadllieir training." 


Industrial education has a direct ten- 


dency to dignify manual toil. 
Most 


men work with their hands, and every- 
one ought to be proud of a quick eye 
•and a skillful hand, but our schools, 
public though they nrc railed, have 
overlooked ihc training of tho eye and 
hand except in case of penmanship and 
free handdrawing, which have been ad- 
vocated on other grounds. It has been 
openly charged, that our public schools 
h ave encouraged a false pride among 
tho pupils, so thatmnnyof them have 
come to look npon honest toil with the 
hands as degrading. It does not seem 
ta us that this charge is well founded 
n pon fatt, but it is the truth, that al- 
though the distinctive tendency of our 
century has been toward Industrial 
pursuits, the schools hate laid no em. 
phjiii upon thl» fact, and have alto 
p, ether neglected the special training of 
the eve and hand.

Our New Navy. 


Secrelary Tracy, iu » paper in the 


last number of the North American lio- 
view, gives an interesting rdsumo' of 
all tbe leading facts touching the crea- 
tion of a new navy. lie notes that a 
new naval departure, has been taken 
since 1S91. For fifteen years previous 
to that date no interest was taken in 
the construction of now ships. The old 
wooden Hect had fallen into a condi- 
tion of decrepitude and decay. -The 
United States ivns left completely out 
of tho list of naval powers. At a time 
when there was a demand for now iron- 
clad ships of war, navnl ship-building 
was apparently a lost art in this coun- 
try. There had been a timowheu na- 
val designers and constructors had led 
tho world. They led in th« construc- 
tion of the famous 
clippers which 


made the shortest passages between 
distant ports that have over been re- 
corded. They 'also led in the design 
ami construction of tho little monitors 
whose exploits wore known in all lands. 
But after the war thero seemed to bo 
no use for armed vessels. Most of the 


onitors wero laid up and sjiTcred to 
istont. The wooden frigates that 
ad won fame were sent to distant 
atlons. One after another these ships 
is appeared. 
It wai not until 1S53 that /our steel 
cssels, the Boston, Atlantic, Chicago 
nd Dolphin, were built as an eipcrl- 
ment. It was new work. 
They rcprc- 


entcd the progress of ihip-building up 
o that time. At least, that was 
hcoiy. But while tho Secretary docs 
not sijr as much, thero is Rood ground 
or tho imprctsion tbat these were tho 
east satisfactory ahips that have been 
jiiilt. At any rate, no more havo since 
been limit just like them. 
After the 


completion of these ships there was 
another decided advance in tho art of 
buildirif; armed ships. Iu 1337, or soon
